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EXCON FOR COMMERCE 

1. CEREMONY MARKING INSTALLATION OF CONTROL DATA CORPORATION 
(CDC) CYBER 72 COMPUTER AT INSTITUTE OF NUCLEAR RESEARCH AT 
SWIERK-OTWOCK NEAR WARSAW WAS HELD ON JUNE 25. ACCORDING 

TO HERMANN SPUNDA, CDC MARKETING MANAGER FOR POLAND, IN 
INTERVENING PERIOD CDC REPRESENTATIVES AT SWIERK HAVE BEEN 
WORKING THROUGH "ACCEPTANCE STAGE" FOR THE COMPUTER. CDC 
NOW HOPES TO COMPLETE ACCEPTANCE STAGE AND TURN OVER 
COMPUTER ON AUGUST 14. 

2. ACCORDING TO SPUNDA. A WESTERN CDC "HARDWARE" SPECIALIST 
NOW AT SWIERK IS EXPECTED TO REMAIN FOR ONE YEAR BEFORE 
BEING REPLACED. A SOFTWARE EXPERT ALSO PRESENT WILL 
REMAIN FOR SIX MONTHS. 

3. DURING VISIT TO EMBASSY ON MARCH 28 BY HUGH P. 

DONAGHUE, SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO PRESIDENT OF CDC. AND 
CDC VICE PRESIDENT ROBERT SCHMIDT, ARRANGEMENTS WERE 
DISCUSSED FOR TRANSMITTAL TO WASHINGTON OF DATA POLES 
WOULD BE REQUIRED TO SUBMIT PERIODICALLY UNDER TERMS OF 
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MATERIALS WOULD BE DELIVERED TO EMBASSY FOR POUCHING TO 
OEC AND THAT EMBASSY WOULD NOT BE EXPECTED TO MONITOR 
POLES OR CDC IN OBTAINING REQUIRED INFROMATION. DONAGHUE 
STATED HE UNDERSTOOD MATERIALS WERE TO BE DELIVERED ON A 
BIWEEKLY BASIS RATHER THAN WEEKLY AS CITED REFTEL. 

4. EMBASSY SUBSEQUENTLY RECEIVED COPY FROM CDC OF LETTER 
OF AGREEMENT FROM PROF. ROMAN ZELAZNY, DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF 
INSTITUTE, TO DONAGHUE DATED MARCH 29 WHICH DESCRIBES 
OBLIGATIONS OF INSTITUTE UNDER ITS CONTRACT WITH CDC, 
INCLUDING PROVISION OF ACCESS AND INFORMATION TO WESTERN 
REPRESENTATIVES OF CDC. (WE UNDERSTAND CDC PROVIDED OEC 
WITH COPY OF THIS LETTER.) LETTER IS NOT SPECIFIC REGARDING 
WHAT DATA MUST BE SUPPLIED TO EMBASSY, STATING ONLY THAT 
"THESE PROGRAMS AND DESCRIPTION MAY BE TRANSMITTED TO A 
REPRESENWATIVE OF THE US GOVERNMENT UPON THE REQUEST OF 
THE US AND THE AGREMENT OF THE INSTITUTE." 

5. IN RESPONSE TO EMBASSY'S RECENT QUERY TO LOCAL CDC 
REPRESENTATIVE SPUNDA REGARDING WHEN DATA DELIVERIES TO 
EMBASSY WOULD BEGIN, SPUNDA INDICATED HE WAS UNCLEAR 
REGARDING WHEN PROCEDURE SHOUD START AND WHAT DATA 
SHOULD BE SUPPLIED. EMBASSY OFFICER NOTED THAT PROCEDURE 
IS TO BE SIMLAR TO THAT ALREADY IN OPERATION FOR CDC 
COMPUTER AT DUBNA IN USSR AND SUGGESTED THAT SPUNDA OBTAIN 
CLARIFICATION OF REQUIREMENTS FOR SWIERK FROM CDC HEAD- 
QUARTERS. EMBASY OFFICER SAID THAT AT SAME TIME WE WOULD 
REQUEST INSTRUCTIONS FROM DEPT. OF COMMERCE. PLEASE 
ADVISE.
